THE STATE AND THE 
INDIVIDUAL. 

Mr, Thomas Johnson, T.D., speaking at 
the annual ‘meeting of the Glasnevin and 
Drumcondra Labour Party Organisation last 
night, explained his conception of the rela- 
‘ionship of the individual and the State as an 
crganised collection of individuals. 

[he three million population of the Irish 
Free State was, he said, a handy unit. for any 
(;overnment to deal with. . To his mind, the 
first principles, the basic ideas of Irish Labour 
Party politics were that it is desirable to 
maintain in Ireland a people healthy, strong, 
well fed, well clothed, well. housed, well edu- 
cated, well cultivated, living amid opportun!- 
ties for every Physical and moral advance- 
ment; and, furthermore, that such a people 
should constitute a distinctive nation, with Its 
rn characteristi¢s, not ironed out to make it 
conform to the characteristics of every other 
or any other people. In his view, it was for 
an Irish Government to pive every assistance 
to the recognition ofthe distinctiveness of 
ihe Irish people, He wished to convey the 
idea that the problem was one. of individual 
men and women of the present day, not some- 
thing amorphous, something that existed in 
the past and might exist.in the future. 

He refused to believe in the modern con- 
ception of life, that the only reality in 
humanity was greed, and envy and hatred 
«nd all uncharital leness, that the only motive 
vehind the activities of men was the narrow 
economic motive of the desire for wealth ot 
the power that wealth brings. He preferred 

believe that pity, love, human sym athy, 
patriotism of the right kind, family relations 

all those and other things of the spirit were 
still the realities of life, and that they could 


he mobilised to be the means of inspiring | 


economic activities. Our economic system 
should not be based upon the idea, now one 
hundred and twenty years old, that every 
encouragement should given to individual 
members of the community to amass to them- 
selves wealth 

A NATIONAL CRIME. 

In the pursuance of that false idea they 
saw men allowed for months to walk the 
streets idle, notwithstanding their ability, 
their training, their knowledge. They saw a 
conutry wasting its patrimony by allowin 
its labour to go to waste. It was a nationa 
sin, a national crime, that healthy trained 
men, capable of producin wealth, capable of 
well serving the people, s iould he allowed to 
waste themselves, and yet live upon the com- 
munity; and those men, the unemployed, had 
to live, meanly. and. poorly and shabbily, en 
the produet of someone else’s labour. 

Carelessness ineregard to the nationul need 
allowed that enormous waste to be carried on, 


a waste that was. gradually destroying not. 


alone the capacity of the individual for his 
cwn interest, but his capacity to serve: the 
community, Hé emphasised that point, be- 
cause they of the Labour Party demanded 
that idle men should be put to work, should 
be given the opportunity to work.

The possibility of developing in Ireland 
a new type of milk was suggested by Pro- 
fessor Robertson at a meeting of the Ulster 
Central Milk Recording Society in Bel- 
last yesterday. 

Milk to-day, he said, kept for twenty- 
four hours. It was now possible to pro- 
duce. milk that would keep for ninety-six 
hours, or even 120 hours, and he urged 
the production of this type of milk, 
which, if sent to the English market, 
would reach it in a perfectly fresh 
condition. 


MILK PRODUCTION. 


CAPTURING THE MARKETS. 

About ten years ago Professor Robertson 
said that they produced the first 2,000- 
gallon cow, but nowadays it was not a sur- 
prising product. A development in another 
direction was the carrying out of real 
tuberculin tests in milk. ‘The dairy cow was 
the foundation of agricultural prosperity, and 
yet, when they examined the question, they 
were met with quite a number of conflict- 
ing facts. They were met with the argu- 
ment that. some of their creameries could not 
pay, for the reason that they had not suffi- 
cient undome from the milk, and there were 
overhead charges to be met. 

In his view, there ought to be very muth 
greater milk production, and they should 
also seek to capture the most profitable 
markets. He wanted to suggest that there 
was an answer to the conundrums which beset 
them. That answer involved the production 
of a new typeof As they knew, milk 
to-day kept for a matter of something like 
twenty-four hours, Now it was possible and 
perfectly feasible to praduce milk that would 
keep for ninety-six*hours, and even for one 
hundred and tweny hours, (Hear, hear). He 
might bé told that he was a dreamer, and 
that such an idea was not practicable, but he 
wanted to urge the production of this tvpe 
of milk; for it was a far les« difficult problem 
than the problem that they had already 
tackled, and very nearly solved, in the 
development of the dairy cow. 


THE ULSTER EGG. : 

In another direction they ought to put 
themselves in a position to meet their very 
virulent competitors in the markets. The 
Minister of Agriculture, Mr. Archdale, had 
shown them the way by accomplishing what 
1. had in regard to the Ulster egg, which 
now held the highest place in the price lists 
of the English markets. ‘ihe Ulster egg was 
fresh, it was clean, and of good and uniform 
qvality, He ventured to say that the solu- 
tion of the milk problem lay along those 
lines. They should concentrate on quality, 
cleanliness and purity of the article. ‘The 
consumption of milk in Northern Ireland per 
head of the population was less than a 
quarter of the consumption in Canada, the 
United States, Deut: Sweden, and other 
countries, 

He hoped that Mr. Archdale would see his 
wa to inaugurate a scheme of clean milk 
competitions throughout the Six Counties,. 
and that the pioneers in the development of 
the dairy cow would take a lead in this very 
important branch of their industry.

CARRIERS’ GRIEVANCES. 


On ‘(Thursday evening the members of the 
Dublin Carriers’ Association dined together 
at Wynne’s Hotel, Dublin, and entertained 
several public men as guests, some from 
Cork, Dundalk, and other places. . 

Mr. T. H. Richardson, who presided, in 
proposing ‘Success to the Free State,” said 
that the present Government, composed ag it 
was mostly of young men of great energy 
and ability, had restored law and order, 80 
that every man could carry on his business 
in peace; and they had shown a statesman- 
like grasp of affairs, which should be of 
material benefit to the country. (Hear, 
hear.) Their policy with regard to agricul- 
tural produce had everything to recommend 
it. he grading of eggs, the packing of 
butter, the registration o and horses— 
all these things would do much to assist the 
farmers in obtaining higher prices. 

He regarded the Shannon scheme as a bold 
and promising attempt to correct Ireland's 
lack of cheap and abundant power. He had 
no doubt that the country would derive sub- 
stantial benefits from that project. The 
Carlow sugar factory was another step in 
the right disettion which should give great 
help to farmers in growing a paying crop, and 
at the same time give needed employment to 
numbers of workmen, while railway and road 
traffic would derive much benefit from the 
undertaking. 


“ UNFAIR." 

With some of the Government’s policy he 
did not, however, agree. He considered the 
incidence of taxation un motor cars and motor 
lorries most unfair. The man who kept a 
car for occasional use had to pay the same 
heavy tax as, say, the doctor who used his 
car day and night. The objection applied 
with even greater force to motor lorries, 
where road tax had been increased to three 
times what it was before, so that carriers and 
small firms who had only occasional work 
had to pay the same as the big firms who 
rap their lorries every day. The result was 
that a great many, lorries had been taken off 
tha roads and were how out oí business, 
simply because it would not pay their owners 
to run them, 

In the opinion of the: members of the Asso- 
ciation the only fair method of taxation for 
motor lorries was to put a tax on petrol.

DUBLIN THEATRE INCIDENT. 


An announcement by Princess Sunita, 
described as the Eastern mystic, who is 
appearing at the Queen’s Theatre, Dublin, 
this week, that she would comply with the 
request of members of her audience, and fore- 
cast the winners of the Lincolnshire Handi- 
cap and the Grand National Steeplechase, 
has evoked a strong protest from some 
Dublin bookmakers. 

In the beginning of the week Princess 
Sunita received a request from several people 
in the audience to forecast the winners of the 
Lincolnshire and Grand National races. The 
manner in which the request was mide was 
remarkable, A person wrote out the question 
on a piece of paper, putting his initials at 
the end of thé question, and held the paper 
in his hand» Princess Sunita, gazing into her 
crystal, called out the initials of the writer 
of these requests. As a rule requests are 
answered soon after they are made. 

This particular request, however, Princess 
Sunita said, would need great concentration 
on her part to look into the future, but she 
announced that if those people came back on 
Saturday she would give them an answer. 

On Thursday night a deputation represen- 
tative of Dublin bookmakers attended on Mr. 
W. Taylor, manager of the Queen’s Theatre, 
and pointed out to him that if Princess 
Sunita carried out her intention it would be 
a serious matter for them, since it would 
mean that both races would be ‘ one-horse ”’ 
affairs, It would also seriously: affect the 
market prices of horses. They asked to see 
Princess Sunita’s manager, Mr. Sebbit, and 
made a strong protest to him.

1,000 DERRY CHILDREN FOR

At a meeting of the Derry Education Com. 
mittee the Chairman and Secretary (Mr. A. 
F. Alexander) submitted a report which 
declared that most of the schemes already 
set on foot in the city would have to be 
abandoned shortly unless the present system 
of Government grants under Section 76 of 
the Education Act (Northern Ireland), 1923, 
was radically changed. 

The limitation to a grant eqhivalent to a 
rate of 8d. in the £ was not in the Act, it 
was contended, and it was proposed that the 
annual grant should be either (a) two-thirds 
of the actual expenditure, or (b) 15s. per 
pupil on the total number of pupils being 
educated at public elementary schools in the 
education area, whichever was the greater. 
If this suggestion were carried into effect the 
Ministry’s grant under Section 76 would be 
raised to at least £6,000. This, together with 
the local rate of 4d.. would provide for a 
financial scheme of £8,000 per annum. 

It was decided to circulate the report to 
all the members of the Committee and the 
Corporation. 

It was reported that the Ministry had sent 
back the authority’s financial scheme for 
1927-28 on the ground that no provision had 
been made for medical services or for the 
taking over of the model schools. The Minis- 
try had been asked whether it was prepared 
to regard the ype. Bev liver oil and spec- 

ing tantamount to a 
partial scheme for medical service. 

The Secretary reported that, as about 
1,040 children had been. finally passed for 
emulsion, the supply to each of two tea- 
spoonsful per day for ten weeks, as was done 
last year, would cost about £52.

EFFORTS TO SAVE THE 
VICTINS. 
EVIDENCE AT LNQUEST. 


The inquest was held at Cork yesterday on 
Mrs. James Manley, wife of a fe worker, 
and her three children—Lily, aged five years ; 
John, aged three yoats; and James, three 
mon who lost their lives in a fire 
which occurred in a tenement house, 4 le 
street,, Cork, on Thursday morning.

William Sullivan, the occupant of the room 
where thé fire started, said that he left the 
house at twenty minutes to ten, and returned 
at teh minutes past ten to find the house on 
fire. ; He admitted the ownership of the jar 
and eandle, and said that he had not lit the 
candle since '' Women’s Christmas,’’ He was 
certain that he did not light it on Thursday. 

Jeremiah Galvin, who met Mrs, O’Brien 
when she ran out, said that he rushed 
into: the house, and, having failed 
to ‘put out the fire with water 
went:up.to Mrs. Manley and Mrs, Woolley. 
on the top Hoor.. The fire had not reached 
their rooms then. He directed them to go to 
the windows, and, having shown them a 
shawl or a blanket into which they could 
jump, got out through a back window, Out- 
side some men held the shawl, and Mrs. 
Woolley jumped inte. it, but Mrs. Manley 
made no attempt to get out, 

WOMEN'S GALL FOR HELP. 

Dominick Sutton, a boy, said that the 
women shouted to him from the house to 
go for the fire brigade, which ho, did.

James Connolly said that when he arrived 
some of the people who had gathered outside 
the burning tenement seemed to be. under the 
impression that all the occupants had got 
out. When they discovered their: mistake a 
long ladder was run up to the tov window 
by the fire brigade, ten minutes afterwards. 
The bodies were then orought ort. 

FIRE CAPTAIN'S EVIDENCE. 

Captain. Hidson, of the fire brivade, said 
that his men did not take three 
mihutes to get to the house 
the time when they received the call. 
Thoy laid down hoses, and some of them 
entered the house to satisfy themselves that 
there was nobody on the ground or the first 
floor. They were under the impression at 
first that there was nobody on the top floor, 
and when ladders were run tp it was too late 
to do anything. Mrs. Manley and her 
children were already dead, 

He believed that there must have been 

araffin, or something like that, in the house. 

e also thought that if Mrs. Manley shut 
her own door she would probably have 
escaped. 

Fireman Ring said that they entered the 

round and first floors; but could not get 
farther up the stairs as it was burned out. 
They saw nobody in the house, and somebody 
shouted: “It's all right: they are going out 
the back.” The members of the brigade did 
not know that they were on the top floor. 

_ Dr. Halley, house surgeon, Mercy Hospita:, 
said that the cause of death was suffocation 
through smoke fumes. 

The Coroner said that the fire brigade 
were evidently misled, as to the whereabouts 
of the children. It was the most regrettable 
and terribly sad occurrence.

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TRAINING FOR THE SEA. 
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SUCCESS OF THE DUBLIN 
SCHOOL. 

The Irish Nautical College and Training 
School has done excellent work sihce it was 
established eighteen months ago at 23 Eden 
quay, Dublin. 

It is the only institution of its kind in the 
Irish Free State, and is managed by a volun- 
tary Committee, who have to find 26 per 
cent. of the working costs. The balance is 
received from the Ministry of Education under 
its Technical Instruction scheme, But for the 
existence of this school students for the 
mercantile marine would require to take their 
examinations at Belfast or some. English port. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that the mer- 
chants and traders in the Free State, who 
have an interest in shipping will support the 
voluntary Committee of Management by sub- 
scribing to the School's funds. A sum of 
about 5200 is needed annually, 

The Principal (Captain R. E. Kellett), in 
a report that he has furnished to the Com- 
mittee, states that during the past eighteen 


months ninety sfudents have taken courses of 


instruction at the School. Of these students 
some were boys anxious to begin a nautical 
career, others were young men who had just 
finished their four years’ apprenticeship, some 
already possessed a first certificate and wished 
to have one of a higher grade; others were 
in the fishing industry. ¢ great majority 
of students took the courses tor the Foreign 
Trade grade; only nine required tuitwn for 
the Home Trade grade. 

Students came from all counties of the 
Irish Free State except the five western ones 
of Kerry, Clare, Seit, Mayo and Leitrim. 

Six boys are at sea having secured berths 
as apprentices, and fourteen students are at 
present attending the various courses of in- 
struction given,

MISSIONS TO SEAMEN. 
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WORK OF THE DUBLIN 
INSTITUTE.

It has every right to sufficient. support, so 
that too heavy a burden will not tall on the 
shoulders of the workers.

SLIPPERY ROADS A BARRIER TO 
‘TRADE, 

A deputation of twenty-four Trepresenta- 
tives from the eight different agricultural 
districts appeared before the County Council 
of Down at its meeting in Belfast yesterday 
in reference to the slippery condition of the 
roads. 

Mr. W. F. Minnis, J.P., general manager 
of the County Down Railway Company, said 
that the company which he represented liad 
suffered very severely,.due to the extreme 
difficulty which was being experienced in 
getting farmers to cart their necessaries or 
produce from or to the railWay stations. 

Since the termination of the war fafmers 
had gradually been replacing their horses— 
which for patrioti¢ reasons they had been 
obliged to dispose of to the Government— 
only to find that they were now unable to 
mabe use of them to the fullest extent, owing 
to the difficult réad conditions; and, in con- 
sequence, they were deprived of the right to 
which they were entitled, namely, to cart 
their produce to the railway stations or direct 
to the markets, and incidentally they suf- 
fered financial loss, as their horses were fre- 
quently standing idle, when they might he 
used for cartage purposes, in respect of which 
the produce merchants in the City of Belfast 
had always been prepared to make a reason- 
able payment. 

'OTOR LORRIES REQUISITIONED. | 

For some time past thé County Down Rail- 
way Company had been obliged to send out 
motor lorries from different country stations 
to the farmsteads in order to relieve the 
position created, and at the samé time ensure 
that a certain amount of the produce would 
be rail-borne. He did not offer any objec- 
tion. to this ‘coutse having to be resérted to, 
but contended that in audition the farmers 
should have the fullest tacility for perform- 
ing this work with. his own horses when he 
was in a position to do so. |

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A NEW DEVICE AT DUBLIN 
DOCKS. ' 

An interesting demonstration ot special 
tackle. fox lifting motor cars on to and off 
boats was given at the Alexandra Basin, Dub- 
lin, yesterday, before a emall gathering of 
representatives of various shipping companies 
by Captain Gordon, of Messrs. Palgrave, 
Murphy and Co., the Dublin agents for the 
Head Line. 

It has been a constant source of complaint 
from car importers and touring motorists: that 
small damages, such as buckled wings, dented 
bonnets and body panels, broken wire wheel- 
spokes, and disfiguring scratphes on the paint- 
work, are frequently caused in the opera- 
tions of embarking and disembarking cars. 
Some time ago Mr. Walter Sexton, Honorary 
Secretary of the Royal Irish Automobile Club, 
took the matter wp with the shipping com- 
panies, and yesterday's demonstration was the 
outcome, 

Captain Gordon's device is extremely simpie 
in design, and certainly, appeared to be a 
great imvrovement over the usua] methods. 
Every wheel rests on two claw-like fingers, 
which are hinged together at their upper ends, 
and kept from pressing against the mnd- 
guards of the ears by spreader bars. The 
tackle can he quickly attached and detached, 
and is not Hable 16 cavse damage to any part 
of the car.

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PLANT AND MACHINERY FOR 
SALE. 


An advertisement appears in another 
column from the liquidator offering the plant 
and machinery of the Cork Spinning and 
Weaving Company, Ltd., for sale. 

The mill was established in 1827, and has 
been controlled by the present company, 
which is in voluntary liquidation, since 1889. 
It is the only spinning mill in the Irish Free 
State, and combines with that industry a 
weaving factory. In recent years the output 
of the mill has been sold almost entirely to 
the North of Ireland, but formerly trade was 
carried on with Mexico, the Continent, and 
Great Britain. The weaving part is mostly 
an Irish Free State trade, but the company 
had agents in London, Glasgow, and Belfast. 

The ptoperty is held at a profit rent over 
and above rates and property income tax. 

For the thirty-two years up to 1920, when 
the slump in the linen trade set in following 
the Great War, the company paid a regular 
dividend. and created at the same time a 
reserve fund equal to its paid-up capital. 
The final closing of the mill would Pe a 
severe loss to Cork, The wages bill amounted 
to about £1,000 a week when full time was 
worked.

Northern Ireland is taking its agricul- 
ture very seriously, At a meeting of the 
Ulster Central Milk Recording Society,

Miss Vernon s case was that she underwent 
the operation at Mr. Willis’s request for the 
purpose of advertising the business, and was 
given an assurance that it would leave no 
scar. 

Before the proceedings yesterday Miss 
Vernon attended in the jury room in order 
that members of the jury might examine her 
eyelids, and after the inspection the plaintiff, 
who was in defendants’ employment as secre- 
tary, gave evidence. 

CAUSE OF THE QUARREL. 

She said that there was a quarrel between 
her and Mr. Willis because he said that she 
had wrinkles under her eyes before the opera- 
tion. She maintained that she had not, 
whereupon he showed her a photograph taken 
before the operation which revealed wrinkles. 
“But these were caused because you made 
me langh and screw up my eyes,” she told 
Mr. Willis, who replied: “You ave better- 
TNÓN now than you have ever been in your 
ile. ' 

Letters of appreciation written by patients 
were read. One stated that her looks were 
se much improved, and she looked so 
cifferent, that her friends marvelled at it. 
They put it down to a food, and she had to 
huy some for her sister. Her dentist, she 
added, considered it a wonderful piece of 
WOTR. 

Another said—‘‘ It is a perfect scream how 
amazed the people are and how I look so 
well. Granme is puzzled.’’ 

A GENUINE BUSINESS. 

Cross-examined by Mr. J. D. Cassels, K.C., 
the witness said that she did not represent 
this as a fraudulent business, but regarded 
it as a genuine one. She had seen the opera- 
tion performed thousands of times, and knew 
that Mr. Willis and his wife had undergone 
it.

rhe operation,*she explained, consisted in 

removal of a small piece of skin from 
beneath the eyes. Many people who came to 
have the operation had a lot of wrinkles, and 
there was no doubt that it improved them. 
In her case, however, the operation was 
merely the cutting of the skin and sewing it 
up again, so that she might be 
shown to patients as a person 
who had undergone the operation. 
Her operation was feally unnecessary. 
She admitted that she had written that the 
operation was a great success, and that that 
was untrue. [t was done to reassure a woman 
and induce her to have the operation. 

MEN ALSO TREATED. | 

Mr. Cassels asked the witness if she knew 
the Countess Darquieres. 

The answer being “No,” the Countess was 
asked to stand up, in court. She complied, 
and the witness then said: ‘‘Yes; I remember 
you, but not by that name.’’ 

The witness denied that the Countess said 
to her: “ How well you look; surely you have 
had your eyes treated. The lines have gone,” 
or that she replied: “ Yes; it is a great 
improvement.” 

The witness said that men, as well as 
women, went to the institute for treatment. 
She denied that the mark which she called a 
scar was on her face before the operations. 

The jury examined photographs of Miss 
Vernon, some of which were taken before and 
some after the operations. On one photo- 
graph, she said, Mr. Willis had put pencil 
marks on the wrinkles to emphasise them. 

The hearing was adjourned.

REVIVED AGITATION FOR

Events are moving towards the revival of 
the agitation for an increase of wages in the 
engineering industry in Great Britajn—the 
negotiations for the national advance of £1 
a week, begun long before the general etrike 
reached a deadlock. The unions subsequently 
authorised district applications, but no pro- 
gress was made under the recognised pro- 
cedure,/and ónly in the case of a few in- 
dividual firms*has an advance been conceded. 
The London district took the lead in pressing 
the claim, even to the. extent of strike action, 
but the coal stoppage, And then the general 
strike; put an end for a time to the agita- 
tion. 

The London unions are now making another 
move, and are consulting the Executives with 
a view to making a modified application for 
an advance. e probability is that if the 
London unions go on with their claim other 
districts will follow their lead. 

A NATIONAL CONFERENCE. 

Anticipating this, the unions affiliated to 
the Federation of Engineering and Ship 
Building Trades have considered it desirable 
to keep national control over the movement, 
and are consulting. the Amalgamated En- 
gineering Union, with a view to calling a 
national conference at an early date. They 
are ertitled to do this, because at the York 
Conference Inst August it was decided to 
defer the claim until the time became more 
opportune, 

Whether. there has been a sufficient im- 
provement of engineering business to justify 
an application is a’ matter which can, no 
doubt, be arcued from more than one. point 
of view. The Amalgamated Engineering

VIEWS ON DEFENCE PROBLEM. 


The policy of Fianna Fail was explained at 
& meeting held last night in Thomas street, 
Dublin. Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D., said that 
the speeches made by Mr. O'Higgins and 
Mr. Fitzgerald in the Dail. on the ques- 
tion of national defence would leave no doubt 
in anyone’s mind as to the extent of their 
military commitments to England.

The plea that| Ireland’s geographical posi- 
tion made that inevitable in any case was 
the merest pretence Ireland was not closer 
to England than Denmark and Holland. were 
to Germany. Yet, those nations had pre- 
served their neutrality during the four years 
of the world war, despite the tremendous 
strategic importance of their 
geographical positions. 

The stark truth was that the Free State 
leaders had accepted England's dictation on 
this matter, as on all others. It remaied 
for the Irish people, if they wished. to: pre- 
serve their neutrality, to make it clear to the 
world that their association with the Empire 
was a forced association, and to take the 
necessary steps to bring it to an end. 

Madame Markievicz pointed to the increas- 
ing poverty of bai ; the two expensive 
Governments, with highly-paid officials, which 
Ireland had to support while her. industries 
were failing, and her young people eniigrating 
or starving. She said that Governments 
were much like the managing directors of a 
big business, and in their hands lay the 
prosperity or misery of the people under their 
control or rule. | 

“ The Free State Government,” she added, 
“ are ruining Ireland at the bidding of Kng- 
land. It is up to the people of Ireland’ to 
cry ‘Halt!’

It was contended by many of the dele- 
gates present that some of the roads under 
the contract system in the county were 100 
per cent. better than the roads maintained 
under the direct labour system. 

The following resolution, proposed by. the 
new Chairman, and seconded by Mr. James 
Molloy, was unanimously carried :+~‘‘ That 
this annual general meeting protests against 
second class main roads being scheduled as 
main roads and accordingly brought under 
the direct labour system; and also protests 
against the scheme of amalgamating small 
contracts to make one big contract as un- 
economic and calculated to destroy the con: 
tract system.’’ 

Senator O'Hanlon gave a detailed state- 
ment regarding the pork trade and its possi-

: A PERIOD OF GRACE. 

In the Julian Calendar, introduced by 
Julius Cesar, the length of the year was 
taken to be 5654 days. To avoid fractions, 
an ordinary year was reckoned as consisting 
of 365 days, with an additional day every 
fourth year (Leap Year). The length of the 
solar year is slightly less than this estimate, 


and, in consequence, by 1582 a mistake. of } 


ten days had arisen. o correct the error 
Pope Gregory ordered ten days to be dropped 
out of October in that year, and, to prevent 
the mistake from recurring, he directed that 
the last year of every century should be re- 
garded as a Leap Year, when the number of 
the century was exactly divisible by four. 
This Calendar was adopted by all Huropean 
nations, at various times, except Russia, 
which. still uses the Julian reckoning and is, 
therefore, thirteen days in arrear. Our 
country did not adopt the new Calendar until 
1752, when eleven days were lopped off 

tember.

An Obliging Publican.—At Delvin, County 
Westmeath, Monthly District Sessions Dis- 
trict Justice H. A. McCarthy imposed a fine 
of £3 on Thomas Glennon, Clonmellon, for a 
breach of the licensing laws on Sunday, 
February 6th last, and ordered the conviction 
to be endorsed on the licence, Five men 
found on the premises were fined 10s. each. 
The publican admitted the offence in respect 
of three of the men, and stated that while he 
was foddering cattle they entered by the rear 
of the premises, and on his return they asked

him for drinks, and he did not like to refuse 


them. 

Dishorning of Cattle. At. Athboy, County 
Meath. Monthly District: Sessions Justice 
McCarthy stated that he had been requested 
by the National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals to present a silver medal 
and certificate to Dr. Beryl Frances Moore, 
Frayne, Athboy, in connection with her action 
in the recent case which had been disposed 
of in that court. It was a case of dishorning 
cattle. The Justice then made the presenta- 
tion, and Dr. Moore returned thanks. 

The School Attendance Act.—The first case 
in Louth under the new Free State School 
Attendance Act was heard at Dundalk Dis- 
trict Court, when District Justice Goff 
allowed the parent off with a caution, as 
the prosecution was the first, and also because 
he was a very poor man. In future, he 
stated, he would impose heavy fines, as he 
did not want to have the Act turned into a 
farce. Under the old Act the penalties 
were ridiculously small, and the Act had 
not the effect of having the children sent to 
school. Under the new Act he had power 
to have children sent to an industrial school 
if they were not sent to school regularly, 
and the conditions of the Act would have to 
be properly enforced. 

Crueity to a Donkey.—When a boy, Peter 
McKeown, was charged at Dundalk with 
using a donkey while it was suffering from 
sores, a Guard deposed that when the animal 
fell in Clanbrassil street he went to lift it 
up, and found that it was in a most ex- 
hausted condition, and was suffering from 
several old sores which had re-opened. The 
animal was attached to a cart, in which 
there were eight goats, and had come a dis- 
tance of twelve miles. The boy stated tnat 
when he saw the animal getting sore he put 
flannel around it, and made many of his 
goats walk. He could do no more. Mr. 
Goff allowed him off with a fine of half a 
crown, telling him to be more careful the 
next tine. 

“Running a Serious Risk.’’—At a Special 
Court in Greenore informations were refused 
in a charge against John Craughwell, stated 
to be a member of the Free State Army, who 
gave a Dundalk address, of having repre- 
sented himself to be a member of the detec- 
tive branch of the Civic Guards. Craughwell 
was arrested following a visit paid by hm 
to the Carlingford district, where he was 
wre inquiries as to the wasreavouts of 
several people, and he told people t3 wlom 
he had been speaking that he was in the 
““red caps ” in the West. Mr. Goff refused 
informations, but warned him against making 
inquiries in the district, stating that by 
doing so he was leaving people under the 
impression that he was a detective. He was 
running a serious risk. 

Child DOrowned.—A verdict of ‘ Death 
from asphyxia, caused by accidental drown- 
ing.” was returned at the mquest on John 
Valentine Smyth (2), son of Mr, and Mrs. 
Daniel Smyth, of Newtown, Moynalty, 
County Meath. The mother said that last 
Thursday she was going out, and took the 
child and a baby and left them at her 
mother’s place, which was about a quarter of 
a mile away. Later the child was found 
drowned in the river, which was only a short 
distance away. Witness had never known 
tha children to have gone to the river before. 

The Ratepayers’ Burden.—At the meetin 
of the Milltown branch of the Westmea 
Farmers’ Union a protest was made against 
the appointment of an additional Home Help 
Superintendent to the Westmeath Board of 
Health; and on the motion of Mr, R. Fallon, 
secouded by Mr. B. Allen, a resolution was 
passed declaring “that the harassed rate- 
payers are constantly ng for economy in 

ublic administration, and the Department of

Farmer’s Death.—At the inquest held at 
Kilagriffe, Bailieboro’, on Francis Gaynor 
(47), farmer, who died last Wednestlay, a 
verdict was returned to the effect that he 
came by his death from extensive blood- 
poisoning, following a wound on the back of 
his head inflicted by Kathleen Monroe. It 
appeared from the evidence of the widow that 
on February 4th last, while she was with her 
husband, she saw a girl, Kathleen Monroe, 
strike him on the back of the head with a 
stone. He fell on the ditch, and witness 
helped him up. Dr. Kevin Ryan stated that 
Gaynor died on February 16th last from 
general septicaemia, following acute infection 
of the scalp. The wound in itself would not 
be sufficient to cause death; but would be 
directly responsible through the wound be- 
coming infected. The girl, who is stated to be 
about 18 years of age, was charged at Bailie- 
boro’ District Sessions last Thursday -in con- 
nection with the affair, and remanded in cus- 
tody to a special sitting of the court in 
Bailieboro’ next Wednesday. 


NORTHERN IRELAND. 


Poteen Seizure in Tyronc.—Sergeant Carden 
and Constable Gregg, of Mountfield Barracks, 
County Tyrone. have seized four gajlons of 
poteen at Cashel. 

Police Cyclist's injuries.—Last evening, 
when Police Constable Hamilton was riding 
n motor bicycle along Main street, Lurgan, 
he came into collision with a motor lorry 
coming in the opposite direction, and 
sustained a broken left leg and other imjuries. 
He was removed to the Infirmary and 
detained. 

Lurgan Factories to Re-open.—There is a 
prospect of an early resumption of business 
in the two weaving factories in Lurgan 
which recently ceased operations. During 
the past week negotiations have been com- 
pleted whereby the Windsor factory will be 
acquired by the Bessbrook Spinning Com- 
pany (Messrs. Richardson, Son, and Owden), 
and Messrs. Malcolmson’s factory at Queen 
street by Messrs. 8. McCrudden and Co., 
linen factors and warehousemen, Belfast. 

Less Unemployment.—There was a further 
considerable decrease in the number of un- 
employed in Northern Ireland last week, 
owing chiefly to the improvement in the 
linen and shipbuilding industries. The 
total number of persons on the unemployed 
register, including boys and girls, on 
February 14th last was 41,225. 

Killed by Falling Wall.—A_ verdict in 
accordance with the medical evidence was 
returned at the inquest held in Ballymena on 
David Workman, of Gortahern, Portglenone, 
who received injuries in the course of his em- 
ployment at Raysheen Works near Bally- 
mena, when a wall collapsed. Dr. J. Wilson, 
Galgorm, stated that the cause of death was 
internal hemorrhage, due to the injuries. 

Bone Causes Death.—How a small piece cf 
bone brought about the death of a woman 
was disclosed at yesterday's inquest on Mrs. 
Madena Nimick (43), Bromley, street (off 
Tennent street), Belfast, when Dr. James 
Graham, the Coroner for Belfast, returned a 
verdict of *‘ death from misadventure.’” The 
husband told the coroner that last Friday he 
and his wife were havinz dinner, and a piece 
of bone lodged itself in her throat, She im- 
mediately went to the Mater Hospital, where 
she was treated. An anwsthetic was adminis- 
tered, but on examination her throat was 
found to be free from any foreign body. There 
were signs, however, of injury to the food 
passage. The patient became steadily worse, 
and in spite of all that could be done she died 
on Sunday. From the :nedical evidence it 
was learned that death due to heart 
failure. 

msurance Prosecutions.—At Banbridge 
Petty Sessions the Northern Ireland Ministry 
of Labour was plaintiff and the Millvale Co- 
operative Flax Scutching Society, Ltd., de- 
fendants in seven summonses under the 
Health Insurance and combined Health and 
Pensions Insurance, and five under the Un- 
employment Insurance Acts, The total 
arrears claimed were £7 4s.

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MORAL VALUES IN 
EDUCATION. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS NOT EVERY- 
THING, SAYS HEAD OF 
HARROW. 


An appragl to secondary and other day 
schools to strive to preserve the tradition 
embodied in the Winchester School motto, 
““Manners maketh man,” was made by Dr, 
Cyril Norwood, Headmaster of Harrow, in 
opening .the new science laboratories at 
Plymouth College yesterday. | 

Where masters, boys and parents were 
willing to make the sacrifice entailed and the 
greater conscious effort, the lesson, said Dr. 
Norwood, could be learnt as well in the day 
school as in the boarding school. 

“I see a danger that this may not be so. 
The State plays a vast part in the new 
education, and it fixes its attention on those 
sides of school activity which can most 
easily be measured. Moral worth and moral 
vigour there are no means of testing. 

“The State sends its inspectors to see how 
individual subjects are taught, and a great 
examination scheme has been elaborated 
which will test the educational results 
obtained, but beneath that mechanical system 
there may, or may no, be something alive; 
for it is possible for a school to win scholar- 
ships and yet be spiritually dead, 

“It might be teaching its boys how to get 
on and yet not. be inauhion them the lessons 
of self-sacrifice, co-operation and the ideal of 
service.” 

There was a danger that under the present 
mechanical system by which schoola were 
graded and shaped to a type material results 
might be taken as a proof of success while 
the spiritual life in them failed of inanition. 
That disaster could only be averted by the 
efforts of both masters and boys.
